The Shanghai edition was revived 
in July 1949 . Originally a liberal oaoer, it became pro— Communist as its influ- 
ence saread. It is now considered inferior to the Ta Kuns Pao in cualitv and 
circulation. 


The Wen Hnl Paq is published by LIU Huo-tzu (| fj 'k ), of whom little is 
known except tha^t he is an ardent backer of Communism. Its editor is LIU 
3* a-mu ( jpl Jg. ), who was known to be pro-Coia-amist even when, in the latter 
oart of 1945, he was Chinese editor for OWI in Canton.
